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Synopsi s ; The CATIDE ”Pepperralll” oase has been 
suocess^f^illy brought to a close, -resulting in a 
Czech Intelligence Officer, Josef LENSKY C 

being declared Perspna non Grata . by the 
Danish Government. CATIDE is in. the process of 
terminating their D/A, , Hans SCHQEBEL J . 

^ KASTELL has admitted that they vrere .suspicious . 
of the CATIDE handling officer but their investig- 
ation lead's them to believe he is clean, at least 
as far as'SCHOEBEL is concerned. CATIDE has 
provided an interim summary of the case and hopes 
to provide Us with a complete analysis, when^ 
finished. Details as known to MLB are' provided 
in this dispatch. v * 

1 . CATIDE Summary of the Case ; 

’.I ' 

"a) Hans SCHOEBEL was recruited by the Czech Intelligence 
Service (CIS) through his sister, Erika KOTLAROVA, -widowed I^OESTER, nee 
SCHOEBEL in October If^SS. She was at that, time a Czech' citizen, and 
lived until 29 December I962 in Branany, Kreis Bilina, CSSR. She is 
now located in Dresdeiv 'A 21, Glasewalderstrasse 42/1, East Germany.^, 
SCHOEBEL had three meetings with %he CIS before he reported to the'-fiV 
Hamburg. In April 1959 the oase was turned over to CATIDE. Since 
7 November . 1961 the CIS has handled SCrfOEBEL through personal meetings, 
agent radio and secret writing. He was given two accomodation addresses 
in the CSSR. Under CIS orders personal contact between SCHOEBEL and his’ 
sister was cut off. . 
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"b) Up to 24 April 1965 SCHOEBEL had 29 meetings with his CIS 
handlers: 22 in East Berlin, one in •gwitzerland> two in Austria and . 

four in Denmark. From October 1958 to April 1965 he received exalotly 
100 tasks from the CIS which he carried out with CATID^'s pennissloni 
the tasks were broken down as follows: . • ♦ •

"d) To date SCHOEBEL has received DM 19/210 from the CIS. His 
compensation from CATIDE amounted to DM 6,825. 

"e) According to CATIDE the operation had ceased to be profitable 
because it no longer provided a possibility of penetrating the opposition 
sei^lce. They had planned to terminate the project in ’June 19^4 but 
extended it because of the change of meeting sites from .Vienna to Copen- 
hagen. Since nothing useful- appeared in the case dxuding the Denmark phase 
CATIDE had no objections to the banish action of arresting and expelling 
SCHOEBEL and LENSKY. 

"f) CATIDE states that the incident of the arrest and expulsion 
was covered in detail in the Danish press but only briefly in the German 
news media. 

"g) CATIDE believes that;the CIS will now be -forced to analyze 
the case and will come to the conclusion that the information they received 
from SCHOEBEL (as provided by CATIDR) is of no uise to them."

a) (KASTELL confirmed the details of the meetli%, arrest and 

PNG action as provided in Reference A but stated that the press accounts 
were greatly exaggerated as we reported In Reference B. CATIDE ’s agreement 
with the C 3 had called for the name of their agent to.be kept secret. 

SCHOEBEL' s behavior during the time .of arr«st in Denmark was considered 
satisfactory from CATIDE's point of view. Furthermore, SCHOEBEL had noted 
his surveillants at the next-tp-last meeting and reported the. surveillance 
to CATIDE but apparently not to LENSKY, otherwise the latter would most 
likely not have shewn at the last meeting. CATIDE will question SCHOEBEL 
further and will pick up enough stray, items ' from . their "peppermill". 
coverage to try to bluff him into telling more than he might otherwise 

be inclined to tell. 

b) ; KASTELD admitted that their headquarters review of the base • 
(actually by KUTZBACHt and PETERSElf) made them' suspicious bf the CATIDE 

case officer, who handled SCHOEBEL, V, Their monitoring of .the Operation was 
to clarify that issue.

As to SCHOEBEL, KASTELL. suggested that he mig^at well- have 
been playing off both seinrioes on behalf of a "Schwarze Kapelle". .' KASTELL 
said SCHOEBEL was an old S 3 man and that many of the individuals he. checked 
out for the CIS wer« :forraer SS men. .(This brings to mind C 3 

information on the RI3- penetrated secret Nazi organization, ”||SCKE".) 
KASTELL suspects, hovfever, that UJDRCWSY .knew of the case and! believes 
it possible the Soviets may have decided not to tell the Czechs for some 
mysterious reason of their own. ' He mentioned UJDRC^Y's SD background 
in this connection. Finally KASTELL feels that .the. CATIDE. case Vpf fleers 
are clean, at least ss far as this case is ' oonbemed. - . Be has pit>ml 8 ed to 
provide us with a complete wrap-up on the case when it is completed. 

3. Highlights of CATIDE/t>^LB PiBcusslons of the Case (early phase) ;

f) On 11 October I96O KUTZBACH said that CATIDE was oonvlnded 
that the agent was dishonest. CATIDE. had run a surveillance on SCHOEBEL 
in Hamburg and SCHOEBEL had made a . »pys.terious visit to a oerneteiyv When 
asked about it SCHOEBEL denied he had ever been there# KUTZBACH was. < 
concerned because. SCHOEBEL apparently. had no .way:*to get Jin. touch with 

the CIS. It was also at that time that KUTZBACH’ said that’ they hoped they 
could get SCHOEBEL “Co arrange to meet his Czech case officer in Denmark, 

g) In March i96l.lt was reported that CATIDE hkd survellled a 

meeting between SCHOEBEL and a Czech case officer (a .new. one) in Zurich,-, 
Switzerland, and that they had been able to determine that SCHOEBEL was 
withholding information. " ■ . " * , .

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J) On 27 November I96I inmiedlately after the arrest of UJDRCWSY, 
KUTZBACH stated that' he was sure the OMe had been blown by UJDROWSY* The 
latter had no need-to-know this case but KUTZBACH was certain. that either 
he (KUTZBACH) or @ Dr. SCHREITER, had' told.

In September 196 ^ CATIDE asked for the .‘use of a KUBARK audio 
listening transmitter device to.be i^sed to monitor a mooting, of. a .

6. Comments on Paragraph 5 Above: (Althoxx^ we realize, of oourae, 

that theorizing can be most dangerous in oases such as this, we present some 
of the possibilities below in the hope that they in the final analysis 
provide us with additional facts.) ' 

a) We had invited © PETERSEN to attend a. movie and to bring 
his subordinates on 15 October 196A-. Only KASTBUj and D OET . T MER were able 
■to make It and we were informed tbat EETEHSBM> , KUTZBACH* ■. and ©^-Pr « MARETZ 
were out of town on a dry run with the audio device.. Jt is possible that 
e> sCHIHUMn. t.y\a CATIDE technician' Who was .briefed on, the equipment by 

3 of MKTOPAZ on 22 Septerabei* 1964, was also in Copenhagen. 

It was presumably at that time -that one of the CATIDE staff ers . drank too 
much and talked too much. At this point KOTZBACH. appears ■ to be the most 
likely candidate because he has full .background knowledge on the case (54 
meetings, etc.) and has been in liaison with us (on -ttiis and other CE 
cases) longer than any of the others; he, therefore, 'was more likely to be 
aware of our having iW^rmsd CATIDE about one of their own officers. 

b) In view of what we have now learned about the case we 

are quite at a loss as to why the drunken CATIDE staffer told the story he 
did to ' CI_ • There was nothing In our. files pribr. to the receipt 

of ODCA 12500. to indicate that the CATIDE case officer hShdllng SCHOEBEL 
was ever considered a security risk ..by. either' CATIDE or KOBARK,. ' In; this 
connection we found a contradiction as to who SCHCEBEL's, CAT^E :case 
officer actually is. According to' the SCHOEBEL file ,'fche oa,e. officer was 
V-1204 who is Gerhard BARTKE .. BABTKE'lives in 'Hamburg and 

works out of CATIDE ' 3. Dlenststelie xjl uui, his activity in the past has 
always been connected with positive operations directed against the 
Soviet Zone. In checking through the Dlenatstelle 11 file we learned 
that in 1961 SCHCEBEL was run by Dlenststelle 11 and tbat his oase ' 
officer was © HERMANN. We have a. carded reference to an 0 HERMANN who 
was believed to be working in Hamburg for Diena.tBtelie'll.ln 1958. He was 
described as being bom about 1948' round face, scar at' right temple, 
dark blond hair, 5'S'' tall, I70 lbs,, stoo^ figure, -wore' 'glasses. .
